NEW YORK (AP)-Swtlana 
Alliluyeva has accused some of 
the present Soviet leaden of 
sharing responsibility for kill- 
ings and other .crimes which 
occurred during the regime of 
her father, Joseph Stalin. 


"I think (bat many other peo- 


ple who still are in our central 
committee and politburo should 
be responsible for the same 
things for which he (Stalin) 
alone was accused," she told a 
news conference Wednesday. 


During the hour-long session 


she also described her disillu- 
sionment with communism, her 
conversion to Christianity and 
her descision to seek haven in 
the United States to find self- 
expression in writing. 


More than 
400 newsmen 


packed the conference room at 
the Plaza Hotel to hear Mrs. 
Alliluyeva — poised throughout 
— answer questions drawn at 
random from written queries 
submitted in advance. They ap- 
plauded when it was over. 


She said she was baptized into 


the Russian Orthodox Church in 
Moscow in May, 1962. But, she 
said, there was nothing exclu- 
sive in her faith. Orthodoxy was 


the one "to which my parents 
and my ancestors belonged." 


"I belieue that all religions 


are true, ant different religions 
are only different ways to the 
same God. When I am talking 
about God, I am just talking 
about happiness to live and to 
enjoy life on thte earth," she 
explained. 


She exhibited a charm 


and openness that one imagines 
could only have been inherited 
from her mother. 


She showed, too, a surprising 


poise for one so new to an alien 
country which has long regard- 
ed her father as the arch enemy 
in the cold war and absolute 
ruthless master of the Kremlin. 


One assumes Svetlana Allilu- 


yeva is aware of her father's 
image in America and of the 
many ironies attending her 
presence in the world capital of 
capitalism. Only 20 minutes 
from Wall Street, she showed no 
fluster. 


With moving simplicity, she 


said of her father: "I loved 
him, I respected him and when 
he was gone I had lost maybe a 
lot of faith — that's personal 
faith and respect." 


Mrs. Alliluyeva faced televi- 


sion cameras in what was 


probably the most highly pro- 
moted television event since the 
superbowl, and although it was 
her first mass news conference 
— something her father never 
consented to — she seemed to 
have a quiet, demure command 
of herself and her thoughts. 


What did she think of Ameri- 


ca? Would she seek U.S. citizen-. 
ship? One might expect a defec- 
tor to answer those,traditional 
questions with a fast burst of 
enthusiasm that begins to re- 
semble the opening bars of the 


Star Spangled Banner. Not Mrs. 
Alliluyeva. 


lake a kindly school teacher 


delivering a mild lecture on pa- 
tience and logic to her pupils, 
she told reporters, with a smile: 
"Before the marriage their 
should be love. So if I should 
love this country and mis coun- 
try will love me then the mar- 
riage will be settled. But I can- 
not say now." 


It seemed fair enough. 
And for one so new here, Stal- 


in's daighter appears to be 
learning the American way of 
life rapidly. At the news confer- 
ence, she plugged her book fre- 
quently. And while all knew 
she was being advised by a 
large American public relations 
firm and an impressive legal 
firm, somehow the plugs com- 
ing from her seemed palatable. 


Mrs. Alliluyeva is a somewhat 


short woman with blue eyes, 
naturally curly, auburn hair and 
a round red face, so red she 
looks fresh off a ski slope. She 
speaks English well, with a soft 
Russian accent 
around the 


edges. Wednesday she wore a 
vivid blue suit that some fashion 


experts in the Western World 
might find slightly less than 
chic, but certainly not dumpy. 


Now that she is likely to earn 


$1 million on her book what does 
she think of becoming a wealthy 
capitalist in view of her Com- 
munist background? 


Stalin's daughter easily avert-, 


ed Western entrapment. She 
smiled and said, "Writers, ac- 
cording to Marx, are not capi- 
talists. It is a different form of 
labor." 


Favorite American writers? 
"It's still Hemingway. I also 


like Salinger very much." 


Her thoughts about the Amer- 


ican press? 


"American newspapers pro- 


vide more information. Too 
much, I suppose, is better than 
none. 


"But I cannot understand why 


if they write something about a 
person they should mention how . 
many pounds he weighs and 
what he eats for lunch," she 
said fearlessly. 


She spoke in a firm, con- 


trolled, low voice, but seemed 
most determined when she 
spoke — briefly -j- of her father.

I can't get it. It's not right." 


Cosby. 4*. had hit bottom 


that day in February. 


Out of work, broke, his 


family of 12 evicted, he turned 
to the County Welfare Depart- 
ment for help, only to hear of 
the "man-in-the-house" rule 


Cosby 


— no aid for a household with 
an able-bodied man. 


As Cosby, whose name nev- 


er had appeared on a police 
blotter, walked out of the 
building, his eyes came into 
focus on a pile of stones. He 
grabbed one and threw it 
through a huge plate glass 


window. He pitched another. 
Then police swarmed over 
him. 


Today, Cosby says he is 


sorry he did it. 


But he remains one of those 


p e o p l e frantically treading 
water while a wave of pros- 
perity swishes by. 


And he sinks a little deeper 


every week. 


His take-home pay of $72 a 


week falls short by $12.50 of 
meeting bare expenses of 
himself, his wife and their 10 
children.

LAWRENCE, Mass. (AP) - 


It all started on a Waring hot 
day in August picking up beer 
bottles — and it has grown into 
a major civic project with a 
burst of teen-age energy and 
ideas. 


And the teen-agers have done 


it themselves to improve their 
image in this small city — and 
build up civic pride by getting 
involved in civic affairs. 


The teen-agers call it "The 


Teen Betterment Committee." 


So far the results have includ- 


ed a partly reclaimed municipal 
park, a growing manpower pool 
of some of the best workers in 
the city, reduced vandalism and 
more ideas for projects than the 
city knows how to handle. 


How do you explain it? "You 


don't," said Francis X. O'Con- 
nell of the State Division of 
Employment Security. "You're 
just thankful for it." 


Job Hunt 


O'Connell is involved in the 


committee's current project, 
finding jobs for teen-agers. He 
has helped place 30 boys and 10 
girls in part-time jobs and so 
far he says "they're working 
out just great." 


"We're looking for things that 


might go wrong, too," he added, 
"Because teen-agers organized 
to find jobs for teen-agers is a 
new idea, and if there are any 
loopholes we want to find them. 


"But 
I tell you these kids 


don't know how to quit. And, of 
course, they're filling a real 
need. We have a real labor 
shortage here." 


Lawrence is an industrial city 


of 75,000 about 40 miles north of 
Boston. 


The Teen Betterment Com- 


mittee began late last summer 
when a community group in 
South Lawrence decided to tap 
teen-age energy to clear an 
abandoned city park. 


The kids organized them- 


selves with a minimum of adult 
supervision. More than 100 of 
them gave 900 hours to the 
project, reclaimed about two 
acres of the 17-acre hilly, wood- 
ed park and filled 50 city dump 
trucks with a variety of trash. 


They worked in the first week 


of August, the hottest week of 
the year, in three-hour shifts. 


Swinging Party 


The city aldermen showed 


their gratitude for the two acres 
of park land by throwing a 
swim party for the teen-agers. 


Then the aldermen and the 


other Lawrence adults sat back 
to see what the committee 
would do next. 


John Watson, 17, president of 


.the committee, said, "We got 
the feeling that the adults were 
skeptical about us. They figured 
this was a one-time project. You 
know, teen-agers couldn't stay 
with anything productive for 
i/ery long." 


The first test came when the 


city moved benches and play- 
ground equipment into the re- 
claimed section of the park. 


Vandals struck almost imme- 


diately, smashed some benches 
and threw trash around the 
grounds. 


"Some of the boys went out to 


the park at night and waited for 
these guys to come back," Wat- 
son said, "and when they did 
the situation was taken care 
of." 


The park has not been 


bothered by vandals since. 


Now the committee, still with 


a core membership of about 100, 
is looking for money and a place 
to establish a neighborhood teen 
center, is planning to establish a 
scholarship fund and a speak- 
ers' bureau and is working to 
expand its manpower pool.

Mr. Bakke and Bridges 


Chairman Bakke of the state highway 


emnmiwion replied firmly and prompter 
when he was interrogated by the legislative 
finance committee about the major bridge 
construction problems of the state during 
his general budget presentation. They are 
"horrendous", he said, with a reference to 
the huge backlog of bridge enlargement 
and replacement needs, contrasted with the 
puny budgetary provision for state partici- 
pation in bridge construction under present 
law. 


Perhaps in no section of the state is 


there a more acute awareness of bridge 
building delays than in our own Fox River 
Valley. 


In response to a query of the legisla- 


ture's interim committee on highway 
problems, the highway department recent, 
ly calculated that the aggregate bridge 
requirements of the state today will 
represent a capital investment of state and 
other funds of more than $113,000,000. 
Many of those bridge projects as listed by 
the engineers are on the rural state trunk 
highway system, and will be accommodat- 
ed, although at a painfully slow pace, in the 
ordinary expenditure of state highway 
improvement funds as biennially budgeted 
under present laws. 


The more difficult crisis confronts us in 


the deterioration and inadequacy of key 
bridges in urban localities. The highway 


commission study, for example, noted that 
13 new bridges that will ultimately be 
required across the Fox River la Brown, 
Outagamie sad Winnebsgo counties are 
likely to involve a cost of more than 
142,000,000. 


The commission wants to build s new 


four ISM, 6,000 foot la length bridge across 
the river on Mason street in Green Bay, for 
example, with a 30 foot vertical clearance 
for small craft and bascule type movable 
spans for larger vessels. The estimated 
price: $12,000,000. Other valley spans will 
be hi proportion. 


The report to the LaFave committee 


observed that there is little prospect for 
such financing in the state budget for many 
years ahead "unless additional revenue 
sources are made available for construction 
of major bridge projects." 


We wish that the committee had made a 


decision on the bridge budgeting issue, 
either in a reshuffling of the present 
appropriation schedules, or in a proposal 
for new methods of financing for these 
special needs. The goal of planned major 
route highway improvement will fail if the 
state permits such bottlenecks to continue. 
Indeed, much of the investment in the 
new road construction along high stand- 
ards of design will be wasted, unless the 
bridge need of Wisconsin is accepted on an 
equally high priority. 


Tfie FM Tower at Chilton 


Removal of a proposed new radio tower 


for the state FM network at Chilton from 
the 1967-69 budget brings into sharp focus 
the problems involved with government- 
operated communications media. 


Gov. Warren Knowles has recommend- 


ed putting up a used radio tower, donated 
by a commercial radio station, to replace 
the present tower at Chilton. The tower 
now in use is too short and causes difficulty 
for the rest of the system by often being 
unable to rebroadcast signals received from 
the main station at Madison. 


Funds for putting up the tower were 


cut after Assemblyman Kenneth Merkel, R- 
Brookfield, attacked the state network as 
providing "a voice for bureaucrats." Mer- 
kel "feels the network created voter opposi- 
tion to a bill he introduced recently which 
would eliminate the state radio system. The 
assemblyman also is opposed to a state- 
operated television network. 


Merkel's opposition to the FM network 


and the proposed state educational TV 
system is understandable, since he is a 
member of the John Birch Society. The 
network is undeniably a form of socialism, 
and as such naturally draws fire from 
Merkel. But we hope that no one makes the 


broad statement in this day and age that all 
socialism is evil. 


Wisconsin long has been a leader in 


providing welfare benefits for its citizens. 
This is a form of socialism. But like the FM 
network and the agricultural and home 
economics assistance services, it is a form 
of socialism which is under the control of 
its citizens and desired by them. 


The Post-Crescent agrees with State 


Sen. George Borg, R - Delavan, who has 
called the deletion of funds for putting up 
the tower "arbitrary and irresponsible." 
The state FM network has long been a 
leader in cultural education in Wisconsin, 
and residents of other states often have 
expressed admiration and not a little envy 
at the programming the system provides. 


We hope Sen. Robert Warren, R-Green 


Bay, will be successful in the floor fight he 
has promised to restore the tower funds 
when the budget bill reaches the floor of 
the legislature. The case in point is not one 
of allowing creeping socialism to invade 
one more realm of government activity, 
since state radio stations have been in 
existence for decades. Rather it presents an 
opportunity to'provide better service for 
the entire state through a strengthened FM 
network. 


The Of her Side of fhe Racial Coin 


Statutes, interpretations of the Consti- 


tution and attitudes have pretty well done 
away with grants to colleges and universi- 
ties which restrict funds to the use of white 
Anglo-Saxon Protestants. But the Universi- 
ty of Wisconsin is now faced with whether 
or not it can accept a grant program 
restricted to Negroes. 


Several foundations have set up an aid 


program aimed at a business education 
master's degree for Negroes to help them 
get executive positions in business and 
industry. The University of Wisconsin is 
one of three institutions which stands to 
receive money in the proposed program. 
But the University Board of Regents has 
several times turned down funds which had 
racial or religious restrictions. 
Never 


before had one come up which would limit 
funds to Negroes, although the University 
has accepted funds for educational pro- 
grams for Indians. 


The same type of controversy has 


sometimes involved elementary and secon- 
dary school problems of de facto segrega- 
tion. Various studies have indicated that all 
Negro schools or those with an overwhelm- 
ing percentage of Negro students are 
inferior to primarily white or more evenly 
integrated facilities. But is the shifting of 
district lines or the bussing of students or 
the merging of schools purely according to 
race not a violation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment and equal protection? If 
prospective employers are prohibited from 


advertising or hiring according to race 
preference, should there not be similar 
restrictions on any public policy deter- 
mined entirely according to race? Even if 
some such policies are "good discrimina- 
tion" can they be justified? 


It can be argued that programs aimed 


particularly at minority groups in the long 
run can be considered of help to the entire 
community. Thus better racially balanced 
schools should demonstrate to white stu- 
dents thai: abilities cannot be measured 
according to skin color. Special programs 
for Negroes and Indians should serve to 
reduce the chances for abject poverty 
which in turn is not only a strain on the 
financial health of the nation but on the 
stability of the community. The same sort 
of argument has been used in justifying all 
sorts of assistance to the deprived. 


In the past, efforts to do away with 


racial discrimination have emphasized the 
legal and constitutional provisions. But 
clearly this is also a sociological matter. 


Nevertheless, the acceptance of funds 


solely for Negroes does bring up some 
problems. Should it be easier for a Negro 
student to get a master's degree than for a 
white student? And exactly where and how 
is the degree of balance to be determined? 


It would appear that in this case at least 


the funds should be earmarked for the 
deprived rather than for one particular 
race. After all one's skin color is not 
necessarily a sign of deprivation or the 
need for privileged treatment.

1930s, Turner challenged Philip 
F. LaFollette, then the dynam- 
ic boss of the Progressives, in 
a gubernatorial primary. The 
fact that Turner managed to 
carry the nearby city of 
Stoughton over LaFollette was 
one of the minor miracles of 
the era.

The Turner plan for helping

Let the state issue bonds 
in $5 denominations and pay 
the interest weekly into a fund 
that would be offered as a 
lottery prize available to the 
bondholders in a public and 
supervised drawing. Such 
bonds would be non-negotiable 
and could not be passed on to 
heirs. Thus every generation 
or two most or many of them 
that were issued would be 
defaulted, in effect. Meanwhile 
the proceeds of the sales could 
be invested hi benevolent and 
necessary purpose such as 
school construction. 


"I would buy a bond once a 


week, I think," he said. 


"People would have good fun 


and pay taxes at the same 
time," he explained. The state 
could also arrange to have 
those scattered .bondholders, 
who have such bonds at the 
time of their retirement from 
gainful employment, redeem 
them at their option, he sug- 
gested.

The Roman 
Catholic priest is the council's 
adviser. 


Rat Hole 


The priest climbed the steps 


and pointed to a small hole a 
few feet away. "A rat hole," he 
said. 


Inside, the house was dingy. 


"R needs a lot of work," the 
priest said. 


Within a month, the priest will 


take an Army cot and move in- 
to the house. The move, when 
it comes, could well signal the 
start of another summer of in- 
tense civil rights activity in Mil- 
waukee. 


Most of it will go unnoticed. 
"I'll be visiting the families of 


fiie neighborhood," the priest 
said. He'll be preaching a gospel 
of social involvement. He was 
not optimistic about its impact. 


"It's not only the question of 


poverty," the priest said, "but 
the color of his skin that holds 
the man in that condition," 


What Father Groppi is fight- 


Ing are the twin enemies of 
poverty 
and prejudice. His 


weapon is community organiza- 
tion. His ultimate goal is social 
change. 


"What is needed is a change 


in the social structure that 
causes 
poverty," 
he 
said. 


"We're living in what is called 
an affluent society; yet there 
are millions of people living in 
poverty. We have the economic 
power to wipe it out, yet we al- 
low it to exist. We must bring 
about a change in the social 
structure that allows poverty to 
exist." 


For the Negro to overcome 


poverty, he said, "a revolution 
has to develop within a man's 


mind — a man's thinking. He 
must become proud of his negri- 
tude and be able to say to him- 
self. Thank God I'm me, just 
the way I am. God made me 
this way and I'm beautiful.' 


"This is the revolution tha 


has to take place first, then the 
Mack man can feel complete. 


The technique for change is 


what Father Groppi called "cre- 
ative tension." 


Crisis For Chaage 


"I believe in organization and 


crisis as the only way to bring 
change," he said.

Fond du Lac must end pollution, 
the itate Board of Resource 
Development has ordered, and 
it should work with city officials 
if possible, in developing plans 
for pollution abatement 
facilities to be presented to the 
anti-pollution agency.

His 
writings were-either not com- 
pleted or destroyed, according 
to Mr. Stanley, for at Muham- 
mad's death the Koran did not 
exist in written form. 


His followers recorded 
his 


teachings and wrote them down 
later. The Koran was codifiet 
and unified under the Rule ol 
Muhammad's successors. Mul- 
sims believe 
the Koran to 


contain the precise work of God 
It cannot be translated from the 
original Arabic, they say, be- 
cause it is so holy. 


Begins to Preach 


After his visions, Muhammad 


began to preach in Mecca. 


The basic tenets of his teach- 


ing were that men should be 
kind 
to one 
another and 


shouldn't sacrifice children or 
expose female infants. The ba- 
sis of his creed was the belief 
"There is no God but Allah.' 
During this time, Muhammad 
went to the Kaaba and destroy- 
ed the idols, Mr. Stanley pointed 
out. 


His a c t i o n s angered the 


Quraysh tribe, but as long as 
MuHammad remained in the 
sanctuary city of Mecca, he was 
safe. In G22 A. D. Muhammad 
learned about a plot to kidnap 
and kill him outside the city. 
Followers in Medina offered 
him protection there. His flight 
from Medina to Mecca became 
the basis of the Moslem calen- 
dar. Each male is obligated to 
make a personal hajj or flight 
to Mecca once during his life.

Another Muslim belie 
is the existence of three orders 
of creatures — angels, ginn am 
men. 


The Islam faith recognizes 


four inspired books: the Torah 
(Old Testament), the Book of 
Psalms, the Zabor (New Tes- 
ament), and Koran. Each one 
contains the truth of the preced- 
ing one. The Koran is the final 
utterance of Allah and abro- 
gates any discrepancy in mean- 
ng or truth which the first 
three may contain, Mr. Stanley 
explained. 


About Prophets 


The fourth article of belief 


concerns prophets. According to 
slamic teaching, a prophet is 


cessfully united the warring j 
tribes. He gained power and 
eventually led an army to 
Mecca where he again destroy- 
ed the idols in the Kaaba and 
claimed Islam for Arabia, Mr. 
Stanley explained. 


The Islam founder began to 


write a book, the Kitab, which 
would contain all laws men 
would ever need to live harmon- 
iously. He died before the book 
was completed. His death also 
initiated a feud among the four 
kalifs or strong men Muham- 
mad had been grooming 
leaders. 


Abu Bekr, Umar and Uthman 


were generals; their followers 
f e l t Muhammad's successor 
should be elected by the Mus- 
lins. Supports of Ali, however, 
contended that he should as- 
sume power because he was the 
son-in-law of Muhammad. 


Those supporting succession 


on the basis of election became 
the Sunnites. Followers who felt 
Ali was the rightful ruler be- 
came the Shiites. 


Abu Bekr was elected to rule 


but was shortly killed in battle. 
His successor, Umar, met the 
same fate. Uthman reiped 10 
years. 
When he died, All's 


supporters had enough power to 
insure his election. They wanted 
his reign to initiate a pattern of 
automatic inheritance for Ali's 
sons. Ali was assassinated and 
succeeded by his sons. The 


one called by God. This special 
gift cannot be earned or inherit- 
id but must be given by Allah. 
Muhammed was the last of the 
prophets and taught the truth oi 
hose who proceeded him. Since 
he is the final prophet, he 
ibrogates any discrepancies in 
cachings of his predecessors, 
Mr. Stanley said.

High 
schools mark spring's arrival 
with formal dances, theatrical 
production and special activi- 
ties for graduating seniors Col- 
leges and universities often se- 
lect May Queens to reign over 
the festivities 


At Wellesley College in Mas- 


sachusettes, seniors participate 
in the traditional May Day hoop- 
rolling contest. Legend holds the 
winner will be the first to 
marry.

I A lot of women build up a 
guilt complex about how much 
they spend at the grocery store. 
They can justify the rent, 
transportation, u t i 1 i t i e s and 
what they spend on clothes. But 
when their husbands complain 
about the household money — 
or when they hear that some 
other woman spends $5 a week 
less to feed the same size 
family — down goes their self- 
confidence.

Finally 
affix a piece of transparent tape 
as in Figure 3.

News Conference for Stalin's Daughter 
Svetlana s Haven Has God, Freedom, Hemingway, TV 


NEW YORK (AP) - Svetlana 


Alliluyeva has accused some of 
the present Soviet leaders of 
sharing responsibility for kill- 
ings and other crimes which 
occurred during the regime of 
her father, Joseph Stalin. 


"I think that many other peo- 


ple who still are in our central 
committee and politburo should 
be responsible for the' same 
things for which he (Stalin) 
alone was accused," she told a 
news conference Wednesday. 


During the hour-long session 


she also described her disillu- 
sionment with communism, her 
conversion to Christianity and 
her desciskm to seek haven in 
the United States to find self- 
expression in writing. 


More 
than 
400 newsmen 


packed the conference room at 
the Plaza Hotel to hear Mrs. 
Alliluyeva — poised throughout 
— answer questions drawn at 
random from written queries 
submitted in advance. They ap- 
plauded when it was over. 


She said she was baptized into 


the Russian Orthodox Church in 
Moscow in .May, 1962. But, she 
said, there was nothing exclu- 
sive in her faith. Orthodoxy was 


the one "to which my parents 
and my ancestors belonged." 


"I belieue that all religions 


are true, and different religions 
are only different ways to the 
same God. When I am talking 
about God, I am just talking 
about happiness to live and to 
enjoy life on this earth," she 
explained. 


She exhibited a charm 


and openness that one imagines 
could only have been inherited 
from her mother. 


She showed, too, a surprising 


poise for one so new to an alien 
country which has long regard- 
ed her father as the arch enemy 
in the cold war and absolute 
ruthless master of the Kremlin. 


One assumes Svetlana Allilu- 


yeva is aware of her father's 
image in America and of the 
many ironies attending her 
presence in the world capital of 
capitalism. Only 20 minutes 
from Wall Street, she showed no 
fluster. 


With moving simplicity, she 


said of her father: "I loved 
him, I respected him and when 
he was gone I had lost maybe a 
lot of faith — that's personal 
faith and respect." 


Mrs. Alliluyeva faced televi- 


sion cameras in what was 


probably the most highly pro- 
moted television event since the 
superbowl, and although it was 
her first mass news conference 
— something her father never 
consented to — she seemed to 
have a quiet, demure command 
of herself and her thoughts. 


What did she think of Ameri- 


ca? Would she seek U.S. citizen- 
ship? One might expect a defec- 
tor to answer those traditional 
questions with a fast burst- of 
enthusiasm that begins to re- 
semble the opening bars of the 


Star Spangled Banner. Not Mrs. 
Alliluyeva. 


Like a kindly school teacher 


delivering a mild lecture on pa- 
tience and logic to her pupils, 
she told reporters, with a smile: 
"Before 
the marriage 
their 


should be love. So if I should 
love this country and this noun- 
try will love me then the mar- 
riage will be settled. But I can- 
not say now." 


It seemed fair enough. 
And for one so new here, Stal- 


in's daighter appears to be 
learning the American way of 
life rapidly. At the news confer- 
ence, she plugged her book fre- 
quently. And while all knew 
she was being advised by a 
large American public relations 
firm and an impressive legal 
firm, somehow the plugs com- 
ing from her seemed palatable. 


Mrs. Alliluyeva is a somewhat

Wednesday she wore a 
vivid blue suit that some fashion 


experts in the Western World 
might find slightly less than 
chic, but certainly not dumpy. 


Now that she is likely to earn

Faces Loss of State Aids 


Must Upgrade Curriculum or 
Drop to Basic Level of Support 


BEAR CREEK — Integrated 


school aids for the Bear Creek 
School District may be totally 
discontinued after the currenl 
school year, if the school cur- 
riculum is not improved, the 
board of education has been 
informed in a letter from the 
State Department of Public 
Instruction. 


The letter states, in part, "At 


this time it is not conceivable 
that the welfare of your young- 
sers can be served by perpetu- 
ating the existence of your 
present school district in the 
continuance of the payment oi 
aid at the integrated level 
beyond the current year." 


According to statistics, the 


integrated state aid is paying 
for more than half of the nel 
operating cost of the school. 1 
it is discontinued, the only aid 
the district will get is the basic 
aid, which amounts to about 
per child. The district has 81 
students in high school and 152 
in elementary school. 


It was stated, however, that 


the classification of the district 
for the coming school year will 
be made on the basis of the 
program during that year. 


Decide After Visit 


The letter, signed by Ralph 


Van Raalte, assistant superin- 
tendent, w i t h Superintendent 
William Kahl's name affixed to 
it, informed the board that the 
decision had been made after 
two public instruction supervi- 
sors visited the Bear Creek 
schools to acquire the informa- 
tion necessary for classification. 


Shortcomings which would
